The president opened the business 
by giving a short address on the 
work accomplished by the Board of 
Trade during the past year. He 
referred to a number of items that 
had been dealt with, seemingly small 
in themselves but of vast importance 
to the district. Among others he 
spoke of the troubles in connection 
with the Blue and Red trails, which 
had prevented the gravelling of 
portions of these trails as planned 
and promised by the late minister 
of public works, 


He spoke also of the part taken 
by the Board of Trade in the colon- 
ization advertising scheme for 
southern Alberta, the booklet cover- 
ing the territory from the mountains 
to Taber. The extension of rural 
telephones in the Macleod  con- 
stituency had also been dealt with. 


The question of the Indians being 
allowed to deal wherever they plas- 
ed had been taken up with the offic- 
ials of the Indian department, and 
settled to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. They had also been 
successful in getting the town 
council to put up a number of large 
signs on the outskirts of the town 
for the direction of tourists. Road 
improvements were taken up with 
the municipalities and the govern- 
ment, and the suggestions were in 
most cases carried out. The presi- 
dent finished by saying that some 
people expect more from a Board 
of Trade, but the little things often 
count for a great deal.
